Voters in the Red Bluff Union 


School District — the elemen- 
tary school district — are asked 
to vote Tuesday on a proposal to 
issue $1,600,000 in bonds to 
provide new classrooms. 


Balloting will be from 7 a.m. 


to 8 p.m. in two polling places, 
Lincoln Street and Jackson 
Heights Schools. It will take a 
two thirds majority of those 
voting to approve the bonds. 


The bulk of the construction is 


to be at the present Vista School 
site. A kindergarten complex 


will be built at the Jackson 
Heights site, and some changes 
are to be made at Bidwell 
School. 


Plans for the new classrooms 


have been in process of for- 
mulation over the past year and 
a half, but haven't attracted 
much public discussion until 
recently. Within the past week, 
however, there has been con- 
siderable protest, 
principally 


against the Vista site, and that 
principally on the ground that it 
is too near the Red Bluff Airport

program; and failing to dresa in 
a manner suitable to the area's 
mores. 


Michaels found each of the 


allegations "not true." 


When the votes were spoken, 


the crowd of about 60 persons 
loudly applauded the decision. 
The majority of the audience 
was clearly in Mrs. Cropp's 
camp and had lent its support to 
the teacher from the April 
hearing, through last Tuesday's 
board meeting and tonight's 
decision.

In that connection, opponents 


of the Vista site, and con- 
sequently of the present bond 
proposal, cite a letter by an 
aviation consultant of the 
Department of Aeronautics to 
the Bureau of School House 
Planning.

"An examination of the Vista 


School in Red Bluff revealed 
that while the school is under the 
airport traffic pattern, it has 
been functioning apparently 
satisfactorily until now and no 
new hazard would be created by 
an addition to the school. 


"However, it should be noted 


that the noise factor of aircraft 
being overhead frequently will 
represent a substantial factor 
relating to economic and en- 
vironmental impact. It would be 
our recommendation, to limit 
additions to service facilities 
rather than additional student 
capacity." 


But Red Bluff school officials 


say that as a matter of fact there 
is no interference from planes at 
Vista school.

Attention For 
Ewes Needed 


Most of the commercial and 


farm flock ewes in Tehama 
County need special nutritional 
management at this time of the 
year, says Ken Ellis, Tehama 
County Livestock Farm Ad- 
visor. 


According to Ellis sheepmen 


can usually profit by supplying 
ewes with extra protein feed at 
breeding time. Research with 
several thousand sheep in 
Tehama County has shown that 
Ewes in a declining nutritional 
state during the breeding season 
gave birth to significantly fewer 
lambs than did ewes fed sup- 
plemental protein during the 
time they were exposed to the 
ram. 


"In addition to more lambs 


born we also find that more ewes 
breed earlier and we have fewer 
barren and "late lumbers" 
where extra protein is fed at 
breeding time" Ellis said. "Just 


supplying energy alone is not 
enough, protein is the key at 
breeding time, along with 
adequate energy," the farm 
advisor added. 


Depending on the size of the 


ewe, 1-3 to 
Vfe pound of cot- 


tonseed meal or two to three 
pounds of good alfalfa hay per 
head per day in addition to dry 
range or stubble should bring 
results. Supplementing should 
begin five to ten days before 
returning the rams with the 
ewes and continue for 45 to 60 
days. 


Ellis does not recommend the 


use of ladino clover pasture for 
ewes during breeding. "The 
high estrogen content of ladino 
clover tends to inhibit ovulation 
and can delay breeding," Ellis 
said. He added that clover 
pastures or dry range and 
stubble alone should be utilized 
after the ewe is safely bred.

FRESNO (AP) — A Nixon 


administration official says a 
shift toward market oriented 
economics is giving farmers 
more choice in their operations 
than at any time since World 
War II. 


Administration policies are 


moving away from dependence

economics, said Kenneth L. 
Frick, administrator of the 
Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Service. 


Frick ran a Kern County rancl 
before taking his federal post ii 
1969. 


He is in charge of government 


programs concerning allot- 
ments, marketing quotas, price 
support loans and payments. 


Frick said market-oriented 


policies are aimed at making 
farmers "less dependent on 
government 
income 
and 


policies." 


Ke added they "will provide 


the farmer with better income 
and help agriculture make a 
maximum contribution to the 
economy." 


Frick said changes made 


through the 1970 farm act 
"reflected the changing times 
and the changing situation of 
agriculture." 


Frick said he supports the 


price support maximum of 
$55,000 included in the 1970 bill

and would oppose a suggested 
$20,000 limitation. 


He said a provision of the bill 


allowing farmers to lease or rent 
their allotments was needed 
"because of the severe change 
in one year's time. Tt gave 
growers the time to adjust the 
size of their operations." 


Frick disputed arguments 


that farmers do not get fair 
prices for their products and 
contended the problem could be 
corrected by increasing farm 
income rather than prices. 


He said one million small 


farmers have the most severe 
financial problems, but they 
produce only three per cent of 
all agricultural products. 


"Price-wise, the agricultural 


segment is doing well and 
commercial farms are doing 
alright," Frick concluded. 


California Ranks 
Second In Total 
Cotton Production 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) — 


California ranked second in he 
nation, behind Texas, in total 
cotton production during 1970, 
according to revised statistics 
issued today by the Department 
of Agriculture. 


California produced 1,162,700 


bales of cotton on 662,400 acres. 
Texas produced 3,216,800 bales 
but over a considerably larger 
area of 4.8 million acres. 


The Agriculture Department 


announced a total 1970 crop 
production for the nation at 
approximatley 10.2 million 
bales, worth about $1.3 billion to 
farmers in combined market 
value of lint seed. 


In December the depart- 


ment's preliminary estimate put 
the 1970 crop at a slightly larger 
figure of 10,270,000 bales. 


The crop, measured in bales of 


500 pounds gross weight, was 
two per cent larger than in 1969 
but seven per cent less than 1968 
production, the Crop Reporting 
Board said. 


Cotton 
yields last 
year 


averaged 437 pounds per acre, 
three more than in 1969 but 79 
pounds down from 
the 516 


reported in 1968. 


Total market value of 1970 


output of lint and cottonseed 
showed a nine per cent boost 
from 1969, the board said. 


New Regulations On Pesticides 
Would Ban Several Varieties 


The California Department of 


Agriculture has announced that 
it is proposing to cancel all 
remaining 
uses 
of 
the 


chlorinated 
hydrocarbon 


pesticides DDT and DDD except 
for four crops: alfalfa seed, 
citrus, onions and peppers. If 
adopted, the new regulations 
would take effect on July 15. 


Department Director Jerry 


W. Fielder described 
the 


proposed regulations as a major 
step toward the goal of phasing 
out the use of DDT and DDD in 
California. 
The 
phase-out 


program, begun in 1969, has 
steadily reduced the list of crops 
on which the two pesticides may 
be used. In addition, it has 
prohibited their use for control 
of flies or other pests of farm 
animals, and for household and 
home garden uses. 


The crops for which the use of 


DDT 
or 
DDD would 
be 


eliminated 
by 
the 
new 


regulations are beans, cabbage, 
cauliflower, broccoli, tomatoes, 
and floricultural and nursery 
crops. As in similar actions in 
the past, the move was made 
possible by research on the 
availability of suitable sub- 
stitutes for DDT and DDD in 
combating the pests that attack 
the various crops. 


The University of California 


through Dr. John E. Swift, 
Statewide 
Coordinator 
of 


Pesticides, is the agriculture 
department's 
advisor 
on 


pesticides. The University's 
recommendations form the 
main basis for the department's 
phase-out program. 


Fielder noted that the new 


regulations would reduce DDT 
usage in California in 1971 by at 
least 75 per cent from the 1970 
usage. He cited Dr. Swift's 
estimate that, depending upon 


conditions of insect infestation 
and acreage planted, DDT use 
during 1971 will fall somewhere 
between 250,000 and 300,000 
pounds, as compared to over one 
million pounds during 1970. 


"By the end of the 1971 season, 


we may well have cancelled the 
use of DDT on all crops except 
possibly alfalfa seed," Fielder 
predicted. 


"If certain chemicals 
are 


registered during 1971, we 
should be able to substitute for 
DDT on alfalfa seed also. 


"If this happens, we will have 


completed 
our 
phase-out 


program within our stated time 
as projected in 1969. With the 
University's assistance, we 
have been able to progress in an 
orderly way without causing 
undue hardship or stress to the 
farmer, the homeowner or the 
environment." 


Disease Mars 
Traditional Fall 
Pruning Method 


MODESTO (AP) — Research 


is being conducted into a fungus 
disease in apricot trees which 
may result in a switch away 
from traditional fall pruning. 


The 
fungus, 
called 


cytosporina, produces spores 
that infect newly-pruned apricot 
trees, 
according to Dave 


Ramos, a Stanislaus County 
farm advisor. 


Ramos, who has been working 


on the research at University of 
California at Davis, said apricot 
growers may need to prune in 
mid-summer after harvest or 
wait until winter months to 
avoid this problem. 


The reason, he said, is that the 


fungus appears able to enter 
trees only through fresh pruning 
cuts or other wounds to the bark 
and the infectious spores are 
active 
only 
during 
rainy 


weather. 


Mid-summer pruning would 


avoid the danger of rain-spurred 
fungus. Despite the chance of 
rain, winter pruning appears 
safe 
because 
cold 
temp- 


eratures prevent the fungus 
from releasing spores for two 
and a half months in mid- 
winter, Ramos said. 


He added the research has 


focused on the Suisun Valley 50 
to 60 miles north as a possible 
source 
of 
cytosporina 
in 


Stanislaus and San Joaquin 
counties. 


He said the disease was found 


on wild California lilac plants 
which had been cut over 
alongside a highway. 


The researchers theorize the 


spores entered the cut over 
lilacs, infecting those plants, 
then were carried by the wind 
south to the San Joaquin valley. 


Pesticide Tax Levy 
Suggested To Back 
Law Enforcement 


SACRAMENTO (AP) — 


Legislation to levy a tax on 
pesticide makers so the state 
can more diligently enforce its 
pesticide control laws has been 
approved 
by 
the 
Senate 


Agriculture Committee. 


Sen. Anthony Beilenson's 


measure, already approved, 
would raise nearly $800,000 to 
hire enforcement experts by 
charging firms a tax of eight 
cents for every $10 in pesticide 
sales. 
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Giant Packing 
Plant Is Opened 


BAKERSFIELD (AP) — 


Tenneco Co. has opened a 
vegetable and fruit packing 
plant here which firm officials 
say is the largest in the world. 


The size of eight football fields 


the plant contains 362,000 square 
feet on 8.3 acres under one roof. 


Tenneco, successor to Kern 


County Land Co., plans to keep 
its new plant busy processing 
crops from 35,000 acres a sub- 
sidiary has in cultivation plus 
83,000 acres leased to other 
growers. 


The $6 million plant and 


equipment will be used in 
developing Tenneco's plan for 
"vertical integration" in which 
it will own and prepare crops 
clear from the fields through 
marketing. 


Executive Vice President 


Simon Askin said Tenneco is 
using the slogan "from seedling 
to supermarket" and plans to 
market products processed here 
under the brand name "Sun 
Giant." 


"We believe there is a trend 


toward integration, that others 
will follow suit as time goes by," 
Askin said.

Aphids A Problem 
After Cool Spring

Whey, a former waste product 


in cheese manufacture, is high 
in iron, vitamin A, thiamin, 
riboflavin and niacin. Because 
of this nutritive content, whey 
products should have an ex- 
cellent future. 


Aphids are continuing to be a 


problem according to Joe 
Osgood, Tehama County Farm 
Advisor. This insect usually is 
controlled by warm weather but 
the cool spring has allowed this 
pest to remain active longer 
than normal. 


Several control measures are 


available for aphids and if they 
are used wisely this problem can 
be controlled. 


Many insecticides can be 


applied as a spray and they 
should be used according to 
directions on the label. 


One of the safest materials is 


malathion and on most crops it 
can be used up to about three 
days before harvest. 


In most tests it is rated about 


half as toxic as aspirin but it still 
should be used with care. 


There are several "natural" 


materials that also will control 
this insect. 


These 
materials 
are 


botanicals and most are ex- 
tracted 
from 
pyrethrum 


flowers. These materials are 


sold as pyrethnns or rotenone 
plus related derris and cube 
resins and extractives. They can 
be used on most fruits and 
vegetables up to one day before 
harvest. 


Ladybird beetles and lace 


wings are strong predators on 
aphids and will control this pest 
if sufficient are present early 
enough. These predators occur 
naturally in this area and may 
control aphid without artificially 
introducing more of them; 
however, this year appears to 
climatically favor the aphids so 
that artificial control either by 
introducing more predators or 
spraying probably will be 
necessary. 


Aphids are a problem in that 


they directly damage plants by 
feeding, produce abundant 
honeydew which attracts other 
insects and supports a sooty 
mold, and they spread some 
plant virus or virus like 
diseases Any or all of these 
factors are sufficient reason for 
controlling this insect pest.

HERE ARE THE FACTS 
About The School Bond Issue 


1. Why does Red Bluff Union School District need new 
school buildings? 


The California Field Act requires that schools meet 


certain structural standards to resist earthquakes. Lin- 
coln Street School does not meet these standards because 
it was built prior to the Long Beach earthquake and the 
1933 
enactment of the Field Act. * The school was sold to 


Tehama County lor county offices with an agreement that 
it would no longer serve as a school after mid 1972. 


* The cost of rehabilitation that was estinAted^Bt that 


time was 67 per cent of the cost of replacement. This 
combined with the opportunity to sell the Mlding for 
$300,000 to Tehama County led to the denisjjmHo replace 
the building.

2. Should the Field Act be repealed? 


The recent Los Angeles earthquake demonstrated 


thaffor economic reasons as well as the prime reason of 
student safety, the law should be retained. Los Angeles 
City-Schools include 110 buildings that do not conform. As 
a result of the quake, 52 of these have been abandonedjand 
will never be used again. All Field Act buildin

the Uniform Building Code which has b£en adopted by 
Tehama County and the City of Red Bluff: If the Field Act 
were eliminated, some other standard would have to be 
adopted. 


3. Where will the new building be located? 


The majority of the new building will take place at the 


Vista School site. This site had been approved by the State 
Department of Education, Civil Aeronautics Board, and 
the City Planning Commission. Jackson Heights School 
will house all the kindergartens as well as the first and 
second grades. A kindergarten complex will be built 
there. Some changes will be made at Bidwell School. 


4. Why move the 6-7-8 
grades from Bidwell? 


These upper grade (or middle school) students have 


not had proper facilities to house a good educational 
program for this age. The size and shape of the present 
site do not allow for expansion and development of 
specialized classrooms such as science, homemaking, 
industrial arts, P. E. etc. The older students also need 
more playground space. The Vista site has been enlarged 
by purchasing nine acres from the city. 


5. Will there be provision made for special education 
classrooms? 


Yes. It is planned there will be room for one 


classroom for the mentally retarded and one for the 
educationally handicapped at each of the three sites. 


6. What is the planned completion date for the new school 
buildings? 


The Fall of 1972. 


7. Why the grade groupings as now planned, K-2 Jackson, 
3-5 Bidwell, 6-8 Vista? 


A teachers' curriculum committee worked for two 


years studying and evaluating programs, needs and 
school district organization. Their recommendations 
based on modern methods, materials, and programs led 
to this decision by the Board. 


This grouping arrangement will increase the ability of 


all teachers at a given grade level in the district to work 
together and coordinate a program. Another reason is to 
be able to consolidate materials, equipment and services 
for a given level in an Instructional Materials Center 
(Library) with much improved services. 


8. What is the plan for the new Vista School? 


It will provide teaching stations which are for arts and 


craft programs which we don't have now and the learning 
centers (regular classrooms) will be flexible open space, 
equivalent in area to about four or five regular 
classrooms. In these areas a modern program geared to 
the individual needs of the students will be installed. A 
committee of Bidwell faculty members have been 
developing this type of program for some time now. The 
design of these spaces will be such that it will be possible 
to use them in the type of program we now have. This 
means there is provision for flexibility of program, for 
student needs, and for staff. 


9. What are the election day facts? 


a. Date — Tuesday, June 1, 1971. 
b. Amount of bond issue — $1,600,000. 
c. This money can be used only for constructing and 


equipping buildings. It cannot be used for operation of the 
school district. 


10. How much will the tax rate be? 


The present bond redemption tax rate is 25 cents per 


$100 
of assessed valuation (AV). This bond issue will bring 


the cost to about 50 cents per $100 AV for the next seven 
years and then it would gradually drop to five cents per 
$100 
in the twenty-fifth and last year. 


11. How much will a 25 cent tax rate cost me if my house 
has a market value of $20,000? 


Real property is assessed at close to 25 per cent of its 


market value. Your house would have an assessed value 
of $5,000. With a tax of 25 cents per $100 of assessed value it 
would cost you $12.50 per year. 


12. What happens if the bond issue does not pass? 


The school district's agreement with the Board of 


Supervisors provides for vacating Lincoln Street School in 
the summer of 1972. If there is no new space provided, it 
will be necessary for students in grades K through 5 to be 
placed on half-day sessions. If the issue fails, the school 
Board would probably find it necessary to try again. 


With building costs rising at a rate of 8.8 per cent per 


year, it is necessary to build as soon as possible.
